THE "EXCLUSIVE" CABLEGRAMS 
AND 'SUPERIOR ENTER- 
PRISE." 



While wo bold evidence to convict 
the local government organ of the ap- 
propriation of the cable dispatches of 
the Toronto Globe under the taking 
heading of "exclusive cablegrams to the 
S(andai-d"Q) we can aflbrd to laugh 
heartily at his well simuliited indigna- 
tion. It is pleasing to know that our 
contemporary is entitled to all the 
credit it may extract from the practice 
of its "exclusive" meanness, of which, 
it is to be hoped, it will long enjoy a 
monopoly in this country. Hut while 
the- appropriation of the Globi < cable- 
grama by the Standard excites no ;ir- 
prise here, the appearance of Mr A. 
DeCosmos' name to the dispatch as it 
appeared in the last named journal can- 
not but he regarded as a serious ud'air. 
In justiae to Mr. DeCosmos it should 
bo known that the dispatch as it ap- 
peared in the Toronto Globi on the '23 1 
June does not bear his signature. How 
his name came to be found at the foot 
of the same dispatch when, too weeks 
afterwards, it appeared in the Victoria 
Standard, is a mystery which the organ 
will undoubtedly lie called upon by its 
Toronto contemporary to explain. 
The fabric of "superior enterprise" 
which the organ claims to have raised 
by the reproduction of the Globe's spe- 
cial dispatches without credit will vanish 
like the "baseless fabric of a dream" 
when the Globe's and the Standard's 
telegrams arc placed on opposite sides 
of the column, as is done below. There 
is a slight verbal alteration at thocom- 
inoncement of the dispatch as given by 
the Standard, for the purpose of con- 
cealing the theft, and the date is "J une 
21st," instead of "June 22nd," in as the 
Globe. In all other respects the dis- 
patches are identical. The Globe's 
cablegram appeared in that paper on 
the 23rd June. The Standard's "ex- 
clusive cablegram" did not appear until 
the Gth of July- -having had ample 
time to travol by mail from Toronto to 
Victoria. Had it come to that jour- 
nal by cable from Loudon it would have 
appeared in the Standard on the same 
day that it appeared in the Globe, in- 
stead of two weeks afterwards. The 
matter reflects little credit on the 
Standard, besides placing Mr. Dr.Cos- 
MOS in the awKward position of acting as 
special correspondent in London to the 
chief Grit organ in Canada. 
However, here are the two dispatches 
and the public are invited to draw 
their own conclusions from them:

THE ISLAND RAILWAY 
THE GLOBE.

The Toronto Globe of the 25th ult. 
savagely attacks the mission of Mr. 
DeCosmos to London and argues 
against the construction of the Island 
railway in its usual ad captandum style. 
Its readers are told that the Mackenzie 
government agreed to build the line 
when they were under the itnpresaion 
that the Bute Inlet, was the only avail- 
able route for the railway. This state- 
ment is notoriously untrue. The Is 
land line whs offered as compensation 
for delay in the commencement of rail- 
way construction, it being alleged that 
the surveyors had been unable to do 
cide upon a route for the railway on the 
mainland. The Globe further puts the 
distance from English Bay to Nanaimo 
at 70 miles, and proceeds to argue 
that a railway ferry of that length 
would be so costly as to he impractic- 
able. The distance from English Bay- 
to Nanaimo is less than 30 miles; and 
practical meu assert that the mainten- 
ance of a ferry betweon those points 
would be neither costly nor impracti- 
cable.

WHA T THE IRISH t 'ENSUS SHOWS. 

The World's London special has the 
following details of the recent census 
of Ireland : In some districts in Con- 
naught and Munster whole villages are 
depopulated, and in all the population 
has been terribly thinned. In West 
Cork, on the vast estate of the Count- 
ess Kingston', there are two hamlets al- 
most, deserted. The little village of 
Knock, County Mayo, where the VIR- 
GIN MARY is said to have appeared, con 
tained GOO souls in 1871; today, ex- 
clusive of pilgrims, there are not 39, all 
told. The Limerick returns tell a sim - 
ilar story. The roofs are fallen in upon 
the cabins; the market croBs is broken; 
grass is growing in the streets-- 1 he si- 
lence of desolation. In scores of bar- 
onies in the west and south nearly all 
young men and women have gone to 
America or England. Those left to till 
the land are old people who prefer to 
die where their fathers died. In sonic 
parishes the poorhouse contains almost 
as many people as there are outside of 
it. The census returns do not, however, 
show the full extent of depopulation. 
At least 12,000 agricultural laborers 
cross to Knglaiul ttnd Scotland every 
yiir for the harvest. They live in Ire- 
land; but Ireland does not provide them 
with their living.

Tho Riot Act Road—Polico Fire into 
tho Rioters. 



New Vokk, July 8 ■ Herald'* .Montreal 
speoial: On the longshore strike last eve- 
ning laborers were out TOO strong and had 
a procession along the wharves to-night. 
They held a mass meeting in 1'apineau 
square and after having been spoken to 
by some leaders they formed a procession 
and marched towards the river shouting, 
"Clear the wharves." Police were quick- 
ly warned of the attack and when tho 
crowtl arrived at the steamship Lake 
Manitoba they were turned at the bayo- 
net point. They then left the wharf for 
the streets above. Passing on they at- 
tacked the steamship Teutonia of the Do- 
minion line, and after exchanging shots 
with the police were driven upon the le- 
vee wall. The riot act was read, the 
strikers shouting, "To boll with the 
Queon and you too !' The magistrate con- 
tinued reading, tie was about reading 
the act for the second time when the 
strikers opened fire again and made a 
rush for the vessel. They were mot by a 
volley from the police, while another de- 
tachment of police, which had been 
quickly summoned, came rushing along 
at double quick and the riotors turned 
and ran.

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, July 7. — Everything 
around the White House is more favor- 
able and cheerful. The president is 
even cheery ami talks freely. When 
asked about how ho feels, he says : 
''You keep heart, J have not vet lost, 
mine." The wound has began to ad- 
here, and there is no serious inflamma- 
tion. 

1 1 is reported that an organization 
of six hundred negroes has been formed 
here to break into the jail and lynch 
Guitteau i£ the president dies. 

Very little has been done in any of 
tho government departments since Fri- 
day. They are open, but officials and 
clerks spend the most of the time hunt- 
ing the latest information from the 
president. Every person coming from 
the president's room now brings news 
that he is doing well. This has to a 
great extent relieved the strain of anx- 
iety which the people here have been 
under since Saturday. There is a gen 
end feeling of relief visible. 

Yesterday was the gloomiest and 
hottest day of the year. At noon the 
president's pulse increased rapidly, but 
the surgeons said that it was only nat- 
ural, as the heat of the day had increas- 
ed also. The torrid sun did at last go 
down in the brazen heavens, but it left 



the sky a seething furnace. At ~ o'clock 
ii was 90, and the heat seemed to ad- 
vance us the evening progressed. No 
air, and the evening change in the pa- 
tient was for the wo»se. The president 
meanwhile had to rest altogether on 
the riahi side not move in order 
thai the liver might ! ■• pressed against 
tlo- abdomen wail. This constrained 
position during the Jay, with tho in- 
tense heal, made the president toward 
evening very i estless,and it w as thought 
possible that that was the principal 
cause of I he more unfavorable symptoms 
which were apparent al .sundown. 
Amid all the terrible suspense the calm- 
est two persons and those of most heroic 
courage are the president ami his noble 
wife. 

New York, July 7. — Sir Edward 
Thornton thinks the president will re- 
cover, on account of his physique, bra- 
very and favorable outcome so far. He 
was very complimentary to Mrs. Gar 
Geld, lie believes that Guitteau was 
alone in the crime, but unquestionably 
the fight against the president influenc- 
ed and mad" crime possible and this fact 
litis much depressed Arthur who would 
enter upon the presidency under diffi- 
culties if Garfield dies, because he had 
arrayed himself against the president 
supported by the people. It is a sad 
fact that madmen have been inspired 
with the belief that killing rulers 
would avenge governments. The Eng- 
lish custom of locking up those who at- 
tempted to shoot the queen, and flog- 
ging them at intervals, might be a wise 
remedy here as it has boon there. 

Nkw Youk,Ju1v 7. — A Times Wash 
ingtoti correspondent found Arthur and 
Blaine closeted together. Both were 
fresher and brighter than yesterday. 
Arthur said : "As the president gets 
well I get better too." Blaine said : 
'•The president is doing splendid'v." 
( 'abinet officers'liave)beon calling on Ar- 
thur morning and evening and staving 
ID to u'O minutes. 

Washington, .1 uly 7. — H. C. Dun- 
ham, secretary of the peace society, who 
knew Guitteau in 1879, says in a letter 
that he considered him dishonest, worth- 
less, unreliable, but not insane or bor- 
dering thereon. 

New York, July 7. — C'enkling is 
here, but moving rather mysteriously. 
A card left at the hotel said: " We will 
hang i 'onkling to-night at 9 sharp. "

Wash inutoN, July 7. — Speaking of 
the reports afloat Senator Jones said 
that members of the cabinet visited 
Genera! Arthur at his house every day 
and their intercourse with him was of 
the most cordial character. He does 
not believe, even if Garfield dies, that 
Conkling would accept the premiership 
under his successor. His forum is in 
the senate. If he does not return to 
the senate he will not, in my opinion, 
accept office at all. Besides life is too 
short for revenges, especially political. 

Washington, July 7. — Guitteau 
says this thing has been on his mind so 
that he could not sleep. Now that it 
is over my only wish is that he may not 
recover and make fruitless my attempt. 
My mind would be perfectly at rest if 
he died and I do not fear any conse- 
quences. The prisoner apparently is 
cool and unconcerned. Officials of the 
jail think he betrays no indications of 
insanity. He said to-day: "After buy- 
ing the pistol I went down on tho river 
front to try and practice, so that I could 
be sure of a deadly shot." He fired 
twice, but the pistol made such a loud 
report and kicked so hard that he was 
afraid of it and didn't fire again. He 
wouldhave fired athirdshotbutbeliovod 
the president dead, as he turned very 
[lide and fell heavily. Assistant Attor- 
ney Cook docs not believe the insano 
story. Col. Anger, city postmaster, be- 
lieves that Guitteau haa been receiving 
money orders from New York in his 
own or an assumed name. 

New York, July 7. — Members of 
the chamber of commerce propose to 
raise S'2o0,000 to be invested in United 
States bonds nnd deposited with the U. 
S. Trust Company its income to be paid 
to Mrs. Garfield during her life and at 
her death to go equally to her children 
in appreciation of the noble character 
of tho president. 

The recovery of the President, which 
is now possible, it has been remarked, 
will give tho administration a hold on 
the people of all sections which will be 
invincible. It was suggested this morn- 
ing in case of recovery there should be 
a national celebration as a sort of post- 
poned Fourth of July to give oxpres 
sion to popular rejoicing. 

The record shows that G'2 men 
wounded like the President recovered 
during tho war, the cases being all 
treated in hospitals of the union army. 

Brooks, who intimated ho would 
shoot Arthur if nobody elso did, will 
be released when he sobers up. He 
was a war department clerk who had 
been drin king. 

MarsIULXTOWN, Iown, July G. — A 
laborer on the railroad hery was killed 
by his companions for hoping that 
Garfield would tlie. 

CHICAGO, July fi. - Evidences of 
Guitt.oati's dead beatism are coming 
constantly to light. Nearly every 
boarding house keeper in the city has a 
bill against him; nearly everv restaur- 
ant has his I. O. I', and all hotels have 
records to his discredit. Cumulative 
evidence is rather to the effect that he 
is an innate scoundrel, utterly devoid 
of morality or decency. Nobody ever 
considered him insane but ail attributed 
his action to moral obliquity. 

Makvsvu.i.k, Me., July 8.— The 
Talbot brothers, who murdered their 
father, have confessed that they murd- 
ered him for kicking thoir mother and 
threatening to shoot her. They say 
their father forgave them and begged 
forgiveness of them. He wanted them 
to deny complicity in tho murder and 
claim it was an assassin hired by nation- 
al banks because of his denunciation 
of them. He urged that suspicion bu 
kept from his family, and to make de- 
fense sure he would make an equal 
division of his property. The father 



was often cruel, of desperate temper 
and unreasonable. All these fai ts have 
been concealed to preserve the family 
name of the accused. Two witnesses 
against thorn were perjurers.

Physician in Attendance
